second, that Japanese nationals 
should be allowed to buy 
food in the markets; and 
third, that when the gunboat 
came it should he provided with 
provisions, 


The Mayor is understood to have 
said that he could not contro! the 
popular will in the matter of the 
first two demands, but that the 
dictates of humanity would lend 
him to attend to the third.

Gold Standard Versus 
Bi-Metallism. 


A REPLY TO LORD GREENWAY. 
By J. C. Johnstone. ; 


CONSIDERABLE amount of 
eminent opinion Is beginning 
to favour Bi-metallam as a remedy 
for the profound and ever-deepen- 
ing depression under «which the 
world Iobours, and an eloquent plen 
for ita adoption has been put for- 
ward by’ Lord Greenway, 
Ri-metallam as an alternative 
to the gold standard is not new 
either In theory or practice. It 
has been employed by some 
countries in the past, und it was 
the subject of a controversy which 
wrently agitated our fathers, 
Little, however, bas been heard 
of is for more than a generation, 


-| and to-day the avernge layman can 


only guess at its meaning. 

Tinder the gold standard a cur- 
rency is linked to geld alone, and 
vold ia the only international 
standard of value, Gold thus be- 
comer the , sole basis of credit. 
But Bimetaliam requires that any- 
one on. presenting: legal tender at 
the Central Bank should be entitled, 
at his option, to revcive cither All- 
ver or yold in exchange, sad that 
silver, side by side with — vobd, 
should be invested with all the 
functions now agaioed to gold 
slene, 

soe 

For the purpose it would be 
necessary to establish oa fixed 
ratio of value between silver and 
gold, The value of silver has 
flnetuated very considerably since 
the war, but it stands at present 
at roughly about anc-eightieth of 
the value of gold. The advocates of 
Bimetallism are generuly susyest- 
ing that the value ef sliver should 
be gradually raised to one-twentleth 
of that. of gold. Thus, if Bri- 
tnin were on the bi-metal stand- 
urd, sterling notes would be con- 
vertible at the Bank of England 
nither into silver or into gold, at 
the rate of 20 ounces troy of 
silver for every ounce of gold. 

The effect of usih oan altera- 
tion of our monetary system, pro- 
vided it was adopted by a 
sufficient «number of leading 
countries, would be, according to 
the advocates of Bimetallism, to 
broaden the basis of world credit 
and bring atouwt immediately the 
rise In) prics levels which is 
universally admitted to bo 
essential to the world's recovery. 

Three main arguments’ nro 
usually advanced by Bimetallists 
in favour of the adoption of their 
plan. I shall now examine cach 
of them briefly in ‘turn, and 
endeavour to show that Bi- 
metallism would — either not 
achieve the beneficent results 
claimed for it, or else create a8 
many complications as it removed. 

The first argumenta is that-the 
present supplies of gold are in- 
adequate to, the world’s needs, 
that is, insufficient to prevent ao 
fall in prices, or alternatively, 
that even if they were pufficient, 
the problem created by the in- 
yveterate gold hoarding by 
France and America is Insoluble, 
except’ through the artificial ex- 
pansion of eredit by the = re- 
monetisation of silver. 

Neither of these contentions 
will bear examination. Accord- 
ing to figures just published by 
Mr. R. G. Hawtrey, the gold 
ubaobed by France -and America 
during the past 2% years has 


exceeded the fresh supply of gold 
for monetary purposes by somo 
£200,000,000.. During the last 
17% years those two countries 
between them have absorbed tho 
whole of the’ monetary gold out- 
put and £100,000,000 in addition. 
The result is that wherens they 
‘have exactly doubled-thair jhald- . 
Ing of gold since 1913, the rest ° 
of the world has actually ten per 
cent. lesa. 

A large’ percentage of the gold 
in France and the United States 
ix na useless to those countrica 
and to the world at large as if 
it were at the bottom of the sea. 
This surplus, if it could he 
utilised, would be quite sufficient. 
to set the world on its fect again. 
There is no vice cither in gold 
or in the gold atnndard which has 
caused thia disastroua concentrn- 


two central banka. Tho fault 
lies in the monetary policies of 
those two countries, and in a 
ilesser degree of some other 
vcountries, 

* ° * 

If these errors aro removed, the 
gold standard will right itself: 
if they are not removed the re- 
monetisation of silver will not 
‘help. The MacMillan Committee 
is sufficiently conclusive on, this 
point: “Even a large {nercase 
iin the current supplies of now 
gold would not do much good ao 
fons ons the underlying . causes’ 
persist which have led .to the 
-present maldistribution of gold. 
For the additional supplies would 
soon find their ways to the same 
ilestinations,” 

So would the silver, 

The .wwecond ‘argument for 
metallism is based on the un- 
doubted fact that, unless unfore- 
seen discoveries are mado, the 
decline jn the productivity of the 
existing gold mines will begin to 
constitute a seriou’ problem in 
about ten yenrs’ time. The world 
will then, it ia contended, %e can- 
fronted with all the evils of a 
permanent fall in . prices, Silver 
ought therefore ‘to be utlised to , 
redreas the definicloncy, and pre- 
paratory steps should ba taken 
at once, ‘ 

‘Hf the world ig to remain in- 
definitely on the gold standard it 
will certainly be neccessary | to 
devise international measures for 
drastic technical economies in 
the use of the metal as a bnais 
of credit when the coming short- 
age arises. Considerable economies 
have already been effected since the 
War by the withdrawal. of gold - 
colns from celrculation, und the 
MacMillian Committee has shown

how, ~by~ the > reform -of~- Central —-"——— 


Bank statutes and other means, 
substantial further economies could 
be effected in the future. .  - ; 
_ Admittedly all this will mean a 
iertain amount of manipulation ir 
order to keep world prices relative- 
Jy stable in terms of gold. But,. 
the amour.t of manipulation will 
be ns nothing to that which would 
be required to maintain the values 
of silver and ‘gold in a fixed ratio 
to one another at 1 time when the 
output of gold will be, declining, 
and that of silver will be Increasing. 
This problem, {ff soluble at all, 
will not only involve great techni- 
cal difficulties, but probably « also 
very considerable expense. 7 

That is the rock on which Bi- 
metallism really foundera, 

J . * 

Thirdly, it is urged that the rais- 
ing of the value of silver would re- 
store the lost purchasing power of 
the teeming millions In China and 
India, and would thus redound to 
the great advantage both of those 
countries and of all their custom- 
era, The present low gold value 
of silver is undoubtedly a aecrious 
misfortune for sverybody, and a re- 
medy is urgently to be desired. 

But, after all, is not the fal) in 
the ailver price mercly one symp- 
tom of the present slump, and.wil] 
it not be ns transient ax the slump 
ftsetf. Two years ago the value 
of allver waa 2s, per ounce troy,. 

hich was only 8d. lesa than in 
913, Since then the value, In: 
terms of gold, has halved, but so 
have the values of all é6ther metala. 
When tho present crisis is solved 
as it must.be solved, by a gencral 
rise in prices, silver is likely to / 
benefit concurrently. 

To sny this fs not to imply: that 
allver ought to be left to look after 
{teelf. But, unless Bimotallism is 
deairable on- other . grounds, the 
whole world cannot be expected to . 
altcr its entire monetary system ° 
merely to’ sult the convenience of

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BULLET FIRED FIVE 
YEARS AGO. : 


DEATH OF POLICE INSPECTOR 
WOUNDED IN SINGAPORE. 


London, Oct. 20. 

An extraordinary story, of a re- 
tired police inapector who has just 
died from the effects of a shot 
fired in Singapore five years ago 
was told at the inquest in London 
to-day on ex-Inspector Sheridan. 

The verdict at the Inquest was 
that death occurred “from 2 shot 
in the back.” 

According to the evidence, 
Sheridan, in 1926, led a police rald 
on a stronghold of Chinese pirates 
in the native quarter of Singa- 
pore. Ho wns shot and the bullet, 
which pierced his spine, was never 
extracted.” Ultimately he was 
sent back to England unfit for 
further service. 

The Coroner, stated that the 
question of murder did not arise 
owing to the lapac of -time~--be- 
tween the firing of the shot and 
the Inspector's death.
